London, August 3.—Now that the 
Lcondon reparations conference has 
surmounted the many difficult obsta- 
cles that confronted it and reached an 
agreement for enforcement of the 
Dawes-McKenna program, there 
emerges the story of the highly sig- 
nificant part that America played in 
bringing about the most tangible step 
toward peace that HNurope has taken 
since the Versailles conference, 

The United States, more than at 
any time since the war. became a 
participant again in the affairs of 
Europe, 

The London conference’ brought 
America into full parti‘ipation in Fu- 
ropean affairs. And, although this 
participation was altruistic or advis-

The Greenville News of recent 
date carried the following editorial 
on the subject: 


“The South Carolina general as- 
sembly finally consented this year to 
permit the people of the state to vote 
on changing the constitution and 
make legislative sessions biennial, and 
judging by the general sentiment for 
such a change, voiced frequently over 
the state during the years previous to 
the legislative action, The News is 
confident that this amendment, when 
it comes to a vote next November, 
will be approved by the people with 
an overwhelming majority. 

“People are gradually waking up io 
the fact that our law-making machin- 
ery is much more productive than is 
necessary or even advisable for our 
best political health. We have some- 
how fallen into the habit of looking 
upon law-making as the means of cur- 
ing or improving every sort of un- 
favorable condition or situation in 
which we happen to find ourselves or 
our neighbors. And as a result every 
session of the legislature is crowded 
with legislation and proposed legis- 
Jation on almost every conceivable 
subject. We need to adopt the plan 
of deliberating a little longer before 
asking for new laws for various sup- 
posed political ills, and to see if 
proper observation and enforcement 
of the laws we already have will not | 
meet the situation quite well. And 
besides, nearly evecy new law in- 
creases the expense of state or county 
governments to some degree, and there 
is no doubt a close relation between 
rising taxes and ever-increasing stat- 


utes.”

Great Georgia Scientist 
Quoted on the Meaning 
Of Evolution Theory 


(From the Columbus Enquirer-Sun.) 

Gradually the ranks of the evolu- 
tionists are being recruited from the 
leaders in the church, They realize 
that through evolution—spiritual evo- 
lution—man passed beyond — such 
forms of belief as the worship of the 
creative faculties, of the sun, of 
fire, and of idols, on to Jehovah; 
then Christ came to clarify all the 
longings and ideals of men and to 
establish Christianity and set the seal 
of the trinity on the cross as the 
symbol of physical sacrifice and 
spiritual redemption. ‘The basis of 
the religion of Christ ‘is unchanging, 
but religion, which is the revelation 
of Christianity, has evoluted. What 
religion today would burn a John 
LIuss at the stake? 

There is evolution everywhere, on 
all sides, in everything—evolution in 
the taste for food, style in clothes, 
appreciation of art and the drama; 
in science as well as in the moral 
obligations of man; in fact, in every 
phase of life. : 

Evolution is the spirit of progress 
in material things just as revelation 
is the soul of growth toward the per- 
fect spiritual life. 

Iiverything has felt the pressure 
of the many-sided processes of evolu- 
tion; and* perhaps those who have 
accepted evolution are more vividly 
aware of the beauty and the grace 
and the greatness of the Supreme 
(‘reator than those who still combat 
the inspiring truths which finite 
science has confirmed to the ever- 
lasting glory of the Infinite Being. 
That was the belief of Le Conte, who 
not only accepted evolution but as- 
sisted in furnishing proofs of its cer- 
tainty, though he rejected the mate- 
rialism that had infected agnostics 
who also happened to be evolution- 
ists. Here then, is a statement of 
Le Conte’s which is at once an ac- 
ceptance of a supreme power, and a 
prophecy; for it was written 930 
years ago. 

“There can be little doubt in the 
mind of the thoughtful observer that 
we are even now on the eve of the 
ereatest ehange in tradifional views 


i'that has taken place since the birth 


of Christianity. But let one be 
greatly disturbed thereby. For as 
then, so now, change comes not to 
destroy but to fulfill all our dearest 
hopes and aspirations; as then, so 
now, the germ of living truth has, in 
the course of ages. become so en- 
crusted with meaningless traditions 
which stifle its growth that it is 
necessary to break the shell to set it 
free: as then, so now, it has become 
necessary to purge religious belief 
of dross in the form of trivalities 
and superstitions, This-has even been 
and ever will be the function of 
science. The essentials of religious 
faith it does not, it can not touch,

HEALTH TALKS

SEPTICEMIA. 

Septicemia is the usual medical 
term for the condition which igs more 
fomiliar to the layman as acute blood 
poisoning. Many erratic notions, and 
dangerous notions they are, still cling 
to the idea of blood poisoning in the 
lay mind, and these wrong notions 


of ignorant people and 
strained play which newspaper 
porters and contributors are permitted 


re- 


im the way of putting their imagina- 
tun into print. For example, there 
ix no dye which can 
blood poisoning. No case of blood 
poisoning has ever been caused by 
rust or verdigris or paint or stain or 
‘coloring matter or rouge or cosmetic 
or hair dye or metallic substance, 
though it is of course true that chem- 
ical poisons are sometimes present in 
hair dyes, cosmetics and the like, and 
persons using such things are liable to 
poisoning. Septicemia or acute blood 
peisoning is caused only by germs get- 
ting into the blood. The germs re- 
sponsible in most eases of septicemia 
are the common pus-producing types, 


such as the streptococci and staphylo- 
cocci, and these germs gain entrance 
either directly through some trifling 
wound of skin or mucous membrane or 
from some septic focus where they 
have already found a local footing, as 
in a “gathering in .the ear” or tone 
silitis or an “ulcerated tooth.” The 
more striking cases of septicemia oc- 
cur in persons who have had some 
trifling blister, scratch, cut or pune- 
ture of the skin which has not re-

or first-aid treatment. ‘The deadly 
germs of septicemia are invisible, but 
ubiquitous and no respecters of ordi- 
nory personal cleanliness, so that it ts 
vell to remember ‘that the danger of 
blood poisoning, although remote, ts 
to be guarded against in every in- 
stance of injury or breakmg of the 
skin or mucons membrane, no matter 
how trifling the injury may. seem, 

Just why some of ug, at least some 
of the time, have the capacity to re- 
sist septic infection of this kind, while 
others, at least part of the time, seem 
to have lost that natural immunity 
or power of resistance, is a question 
which cannot be finally answered at 
present. But I venture to suggest here 
why small wounds heal more prompt- 
ly in some apparently well persons 
than in others, or why such wounds 
“fester” and heal but slowly in some 
persons. J think it is principally a 
auestion of asepsis, surgical cleanli- 
ness, proper immediate first-aid care. 
Surgical cleanliness and ordinary es- 
thetic cleanliness. have practically 
nothing in common. I have tried to 
explain the vital difference between 
these two kinds of cleanliness many 
times. There is room here to say 
just this: Disease germs may travel 
or forage for prey, but go only where 
they are oarried; and being invisible 
they are often. present on s.irfaces 
which are esthetically clean. For in- 
stance, your fingers, or your family 
pox of salve. 

It is out of place to attempt to de- 
scribe septicenia here. But we should 
ali know the warning signals, the 
signs of beginning blood poisoning, 
which are as follows: Onset of patn, 
throbbing, swelling or redness about 
the wound some hours after the injury. 
Leddish streaks following the lymph 
channels up the arm or leg from the 
wound. Chilliness, feverishness, ma- 


laise.

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' Ten Years of Peace Finds 
_- World Still Breeding War 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS. 

Washington, August 3.—The pres- 
ent week marks the great anniver- 
saries of contemporary history: ten 
years ago today the Germans launched 
their first declaration of war. thst 
against Russia, to be followed two 
days later by that against France. 
Angust 2 was the date of the German 
ultimatum to Belginm which not only 
brought war with that little state but 
led directly to the British ultimatum 
and the British declaration of war 
upon Germany as of August 4. More- 
dver the same week, six years ago sa% 
the decisive culmination of the second 


battle of the Marne, beginning witb | 


the final German offensive of Jnly 
and transformed by. allied 

counter offensive three days later ir 

which two American divisions sup- 

iled the weight of the blow soutn of 
issons. 

We are then exactly ten years 
from the outbreak of the world war, 
six from the decisive battle which may 
be compared with Leipsic in the 
Napoleonic cycle and a little more 
than five from the signing of the 
treaty of Versailles. The very tem- 
poral circumstances then would «v- 
gest a retrospect and comparison, »vt 


in addition we have been watchinz a 
momentous conference at London be- 
tween the allied nations, with the 
United States playing a conspicious, 
if unofficial role and Germany awzit- 
ing a summons with unconcested 
emotion, 
New Europe Needs Hope. 

What then shall one say at the out- 
set in the comparison of Europe now 
with that of just a decade ago? It 
is a new Europe, patently which 
confronts you on the map: the whuie 
storm and stress of the wars of the 
French revolution and the Napoleonic 
period left behind them, after Water- 


loo no such transformation of the map | 
as the far briefer period of struggle | 


through which we have lived. A new 
Europe has arisen, new nations exist 
old nations have undergone vast trans 
formations within and without; phys- 
ically no one could have dreamed ten 
years ago today, what Europe has be- 
come. 

Yet when one comes to analyze the 
situation more closely it is impossible 
to escape the feeling that the most 
poignant commentary upon the new 
Europe is supplied not by the map, 
not by the change within nations, 
which has transformed Europe from 
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a continent of monarchists to one of 
republics, but by the discussions which 
have just been going forward with 
such great difficulty and in an at- 
mosphere of alternating hope and ap- 
prehension -in London. For beyond 
all else the main purpose of the Lon- 
don conference has been to put an 
end not to hostilities which have in- 
deed terminated but to something 
which is on the whole n-arer to a state 
of war, than to a state of peace. 


Territorial Treaties Made. 


The several treaties of peace made 
at Paris and since Paris have in a 
manner disposed of territorial ques- 
tions, not certainly forever @ut for 
the moment. Apart from the ques- 
tion of Vilna no considerable territo- 
rial dispute vexes the statesmen of 
Europe, and unpleasant as is the 
Polo-Lithuanian affair, it is not of 
first rank. The Bessarabian difficul- 


ty between Russia and Rumania is 
perhaps more serious, yet midst ever- 
recurring alarms there has been no 
_actnal conflict and none seems immt!- 
i nent? 

Moreover the fact has been pretty 
definitely established that there can 
be no peaceful remaking of the trea- 
ty of Versailles or any of the other 
peace treaties on the territorial side. 
No nation which has acquired territory 
will consent to surrender it voluntar- 
ily and there exists no central or or- 
ganized force to compe] acquiescence. 
Whatever may be the ultimate fate of 
the eastern frontier of Poland or of 
Rumania, f the present territorial 
status of Czecho-Slovakia and Greece, 
one may accept it as axiomatic that 
changes will come only as a result 
of new wars or of the now only _re- 
motely conceivable arrival of a new 
spirit among nations which will lead 
to mutual] concessions and thus to fi- 
nal peaceful liquidation. 


Peril Is in Reparations. 


At the present moment, then, peril 


to peace does not. come directly and 


_immediately / from territorial settle 
ments of thé post-war period nor from 
rivalries which have survived .the war 
and cast their shadow forward from 
the past which they dominated and 
cursed. No, the single really v‘‘al 
and oppressing evil which overhangs 
Europe is the direct consequence of 
the war itself. Were it not for the 
| sinister problem of reparations Europe 
_would be able to enter upon a period 
|of reconstruction and reorganization 
|which, even though it led, like the 
‘similar period between Waterloo and 
| Sebastopol, to eventual conflicts, 
‘inight insure half a century of rest. 

It is the question of reparations 
which has bedevilled all else since the 
Paris peace confer@nce, where it gra‘- 
tally took shape as the outstanding 
danger for the future... The German 
invasion of Belgium had not merely 
'brought ruin to the little state, gal- 
lantly but hopelessly resisting the 
German invasion, but it had enabled 
the Germans to reach the industrial 
area of northern France and although 
the first battle of the Marne deprived 
this invasion of all decisive character. 
the advantage thus acquired hy wan- 
ton disregard of international law and 


common morality enabled the Ger- 
rens to maintain themselves in 
France and Belgium for four years, 
to wage war on French and Belgian 
soil and the consequent devastation 
threatened and threatens to make the 
war, not indeed a victory for Ger- 
many but a disaster for both France 
and Belgium which will be well nigh 
irreparable, should Germany escape 
the obligation of making reparations.

And have all na- 
tions concerned the same interest in 
making her? If not, then is not the

have no need, but are concerned en-

e_ernize itself. 

France and Belgium have spent and 
must spend, all told, upwards of $8.- 
000,000,000 for reconstruction, the 
French share being between $6,000,-

is not all; since the United States 
insists that Europe pay her for loans 
during the war there is qa further sum 
of $11,000,000,000 to be found. Since. 
in addition, Britain is already paying 
the United States on account of the 
$4,000,000,000 she had from us, she 
is insisting that she must have this 
amount, nominally, from France, 
Italy and Belgium, actually from Ger- 
man reparations, and her right rests 
upon the fact that she loaned vast

Ten vears after the outbreak of the 
world war, almost six years after the 
close of hostilities, it is apparent that 
the war to end war, in fact, while 
temporarily or permanently remov- 
ing many of the innumerable causes 
of the last conflict, gave birth to one 
new cause of European conflict which 
has so far defied not merely settl2- 
ment but adjustment. We are in a 
turmoil still over the question of who 
is to pay for the war.

have established the legal and -the 
moral obligation of (ermany, but 
unhappily by treaty we first fixed 
the sum at a point far beyond Ger- 
man capacity.

NEW METHOD OF EMBALMING PROVES SUCCESS :: 


To Gaze of Reverent Hordes 


tures of the dead Nikolai Lenin have 
again been. made visible to his rev- 
erent people on the anniversary of 
the outbreak of the world war, as a 
result of the first successful embalm- 
ing of a whole body in modern his- 
tory. 

The funeral crypt in the tomb un- 
det the Red square of Moscow was 
opened as part vf a public ceremony 
in connection with —  anti-militgrist 
meetings and other demonstrations op 
the anniversary of the beginning of 
the great conflict. ‘The body of the 
dead leader was found to be fully 
preserved, and among the more igno- 
rant of the people this was at once 
ascribed to some supernatural in- 
fluence. 

Lenin's body lies in a natural 
posture ona marble siab. It is 
clothed in a plain suit, on the coat of 
which is pinned the highest Russian 
military @ecoration—the “Order of 
the Red Bannert’ On the left lapei 
is a membership button of the ail- 
Russian seviet committee. 

The features of the dead Russian 
leader are remarkably well preserved. 


Moscow, August 3.—The grim fea-, 


Two soldiers with raised bayonets 
are constantly at guard beside the 
tomb. One stands at the head of the 


slab and the other stands at the foot. 

The room its bare of ornamenta- 
tion with the exception of an ancient 
red flag of the Paris commune, a 
modern red flag and the emblem of 
the hammer and sickle painted on the 
ceiling of the room. 

The embalming of Lenin's body 
required four months, and was con- 
ducted by the foremost scientists of 
Russia. The method used was dif- 
ferent from that used by the ancient 
Egyptians, and preserves the features 
in a different manner than those of 
Egyptian mummies. 

The scientists say that Lenin's 
body can be preserved forever provid- 
ed the body is kept in a room of even 
temperature. Every effort is being 
made to keep the temperature’ the 
same in the room where the body is. 

The members of the soviet are anx- 
ious to dispel the popular illusion that 
there is something miraculous in. the 
preservation of ‘Lenin’s body. To 
this end they are preparing a full 
scientific explanation of the embal!m- 
ing methods use. 


Joseph Conrad Dies Leaving 


i FAMOUS NOVELIST WROTE OF LIFE HE KNEW 


Heritage of Sea-Tales to All 


Canterbury, England, August 3.— 
Joseph Conrad, who paid to the 
English language one of the greatest 
tribytes it ever has yeceived, is dead 
at his home, Oswald’s, Bishopsbourne, 
near here, Conrad was 67 years old. 
It was during the last 29 years of 
his life that he wrote the numerous 
novels that have placed his name well 
to the peak among contemporary lit- 
crary things and persons, 

With Conrad died not only a pow- 
erful novelist but also a sailor of 
ability. He held a certificate as mas- 
ter of the merchant’ service and 
never in his life did he entirely re- 
linguish himself to . writing. The 
eall of the sea constantly beckoned 
him and from: time to time after he 
‘became a renowned novelist, Conrad 
answered that call. His interest in 
the sea and its sailors never lagged. 

Conrad's native tongue was Polish. 
His parents were of that nationality 
and it was as a young Pole that Con- 
rad shipped before the mast in his 
early youth. His occupation led the 
young man all over the world. Call- 
ing at strange ports and sometimes at 
‘lonely spots which were not rightly 
rotor at all, Conrad absorbed the 


color and drama of life which he 
later put into his writing. It was 
‘while moving about the world with 
| clipper- ships and barques, probably, 
that Conrad became aware of. the 
secant limits of his own tongue, Also 
'during his travels the youthful sailor 
| picked up the fragments of various 
| languages which later aided him to be- 
| come an accomplished linguist. 
Literature became Conrad's goal 
ond he deliberate!v sought a language 
which to express himself. For a 


é

time, it is said, he favored French. 
The limitations of his native Polish 
which he sought to escape seemed not 
to circumseribe what then was the 
accepted language of diplomacy. In 
ithe fine distinetions of the French 
language, with its subtle variations 
and mellifluent cacences, the aspiring 
writer believed ie had found hig me- 
dium. 

As deliberate, Lowever, as wae his 
search for the proper sphere of words 
was Conrad’s final choice. He chose 
English and went to England to
